"Sec. 1. RCW43.43.753 and 2002 ¢ 289 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

The |l egislature finds that recent devel opnents in nol ecul ar bi ol ogy
and genetics have inportant applications for forensic science. It has
been scientifically established that there is a unique pattern to the
chem cal structure of the deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) contained in each
cell of the human body. The process for identifying this pattern is
called "DNA identification.™

The legislature further finds that DNA databases are inportant
tools in crimnal investigations, in the exclusion of individuals who
are the subject of investigations or prosecutions, and in detecting

recidivist acts. It is the policy of this state to assist federal
state, and local crimnal justice and | aw enforcenent agencies in both
the identification and detection of individuals in crimnal

investigations and the identification and |ocation of mssing and
uni dentified persons. Therefore, it is in the best interest of the
state to establish a DNA database and DNA data bank containing DNA
sanpl es submtted by persons convicted of felony offenses and other
crinmes as specified in RCW 43.43. 754. DNA sanpl es necessary for the
identification of m ssing persons and unidentified human renmai ns shal
also be included in the DNA dat abase.

The legislature further finds that the DNA identification system
used by the federal bureau of investigation and the Washington state
patrol has no ability to predict genetic disease or predisposal to
illness. Nonetheless, the legislature intends that biol ogical sanples
col l ected under RCW 43.43.754, and DNA identification data obtained
from the sanples, be wused only for purposes related to crimnal
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i nvestigation, identification of human remai ns or m ssing persons, or
i nproving the operation of the system authorized under RCW 43.43.752
t hrough 43. 43. 758.
